dan detailing his successful operations 
since the last report, and are just received. 


HARIUSUITRG, Sept. 29. — Lt. Gon. Grunt, 


City 1'oint. — In my lustdeapntchl inform- 
ed you that I pressed Karly ao closely 
through Now Market at the same time 
Bending cavalry around bin Hank that he 
gave up the Valley and took to 
pasaing through Browns Gap, I kept up 
tho pursuit to Port Republic destroying lo 
wagons and lour caissons. I aont Torbett 
who overtook me at Hurrisonburg to Staun- 
ton with Wilson's division of cavalry and 
ono brigade of Merril's. Torbett entered 
Staunton on the 2Gth and destroyed a 
largo quantity of rebel government prop- 
erty, harness, saddles, small arms, hard 
bread, flour, repair shops, .te. Ho then 
proceeded to Wuynesboro destroying Iron 
bridge over tho South branch of the Shon- 
nadofih, seven miles of the truck, tho de- 
pot buildings, a government tannery and 
large amount of leather, Hour, stores, Ac. 
At that place IIP found Hie tunnel defend- 
ed by infantry and retired via Staunton. 


It'is tho impression that most of the 


troops which Early had left passed through 
the mountains to UliarloUsvilli1, and that 
Kershaw'n division cnmo to his assistance 
and I think passed along tho base of the 
mountains to Wayneiboro.
